The labeling submitted with this application has been stamped “Notification” and will be placed in our 
records. The alternate brand name “GO AWAY! DEER & RABBIT REPELLENT READY TO USE” 
has been added to the product’s records.

Shot Gun Hot 
Pepper Wax Animal Repellent Ready-to-Use can be used on fruits, vegetables, citrus, root crops, legumes, 
indoor/outdoor ornamentals and grasses. Shot Gun Hot Pepper Wax Repellent Ready-to-Use can be used to 
repel animals from chewing wood structures and fences. 
 
APPLICATION AND TIMING: SHAKE WELL: Apply until foliage or surface is wet. Repeat application in 
3–7 days for 2–3 weeks, until control is established. ONCE CONTROL IS ESSTABLISHED, use every 2–4 
weeks, as necessary to maintain control. 
 

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL 
Storage:  Store and transport in an upright position. Store in a cool dry area inaccessible to children or pets. 
Disposal:  If empty: Nonrefillable container. Do not reuse or refill this container. Place in trash or offer for 
recycling if available.
